Sparks from Fr. Mark 

This past Tuesday evening we celebrated as a Diocese the Chrism Mass in 
which, Bishop Cupich consecrated the oils that will be used this coming year in 
our parishes for baptisms, confirmations, ordinations, anointing of the sick, and 
consecration of altars. On Holy Thursday in our parish the Oils of the Infirmed, 
the Oil of the Catechumen and the Sacred Chrism will be part of the procession 
during the preparation of the Altar and Gifts. 

The Chrism Mass is also the time in which the priests of the diocese renew their 
priestly vows. I always enjoy this part of the Chrism Mass too, as I recommit my 
life to Christ, the Church and the people I am called to pastor and serve. In this 
Year of the Priest, we are called to pray for priests in a special way. As we enter 
into the holiest days of the church year named Triduum—(the three days) I 
would ask for your prayers, in particular that I may always be faithful to the 
renewal of the promises that I made again this past Tuesday at the Chrism 
Mass. 

Here are the prayers for the Renewal of Commitment to Priestly Service. Again, 
please pray for me as your pastor that I might always live up to my calling as 
Priest of Jesus Christ. 

Renewal of Commitment to Priestly Service 

Questions asked to the priests at Chrism Mass by Bishop Cupich. 

Bishop Cupich: My brothers, today we celebrate the memory of the first 

Eucharist, in which our Lord Jesus Christ shared with 
His apostles and with us His call priestly service of His 
Church. Now, in the presence of your bishop and God’s 
holy people, are you ready to renew your own 
dedication to Christ as priests of His new covenant? 

At your ordination, you accepted the responsibilities of 
the priesthood out of love for the Lord Jesus Christ and 
His church. Are you resolved to unite yourself more 
closely to Christ, and try to become more like Him by 
joyfully sacrificing your own pleasures and ambitions to 
bring His peace and love to your brothers and sisters? 
Are you resolved to be faithful ministers of the 
mysteries of God to celebrate the Eucharist and the 
other liturgical services with sincere devotion? Are you 
resolved to imitate Jesus Christ, the head shepherd of 
the Church, by teaching the Christian faith without 
profit solely for the well being of the people you were 
sent to serve?

Unflinching dramatization of the final agonizing 
hours of the earthly life of Jesus Christ (Jim 
Caviezel), from the Garden of Gethsemane to his 
crucifixion and resurrection, intercut with 
flashbacks to his childhood and public ministry. 
Although the film's brutality poignantly conveys the 
depth of Christ's love by showing him freely 
enduring such extreme agony for the redemption of 
all sinners, the graphic nature of the raw visuals is 
played to diminishing returns.
